SJC  hosts  state  choral  test 


The  music  of  Vivaldi  and  Handel,  sung  by 
close  to  300  voices,  will  fill  Saint  Joseph’s 
Chapel  Nov.  1 1 ,  when  the  college  hosts  the 
Indiana  College  Choral  Festival. 

Choirs  from  Saint  Joseph’s,  Anderson 
(Ind.)  University,  Goshen  (Ind.)  College,  Carl 
Sandberg  Collegeof  Galesburg,  III.  and  Rens¬ 
selaer  Central  High  School  will  each  present 
individual  performances  before  joining  in  the 
mass  concert.  SJC’s  summer  choral  direc¬ 
tor,  Dr.  Joan  Whittemore  of  Carl  Sandberg, 
will  conduct  the  joined  choirs  in  Vivaldi’s 
“Beatus  Vir”  and  Handel’s  "Let  Their  Celes¬ 
tial  Concerts  All  Unite”.  SJC  choral  director 
John  Egan  and  sophomore  B.  J.  Sell  of 
Brook,  Ind.,  will  accompany  the  Vivaldi  piece 
on  organ  and  piano,  respectively. 

SJC’s  choir  will  sing  “Hush,  Somebody’s 
Calling  My  Name”  (solos  by  junior  Mark 


Randall  of  Danville,  III.,  and  Mike  Sheehan  of 
Shelby ville,  Ind.),  “Down  By  the  Riverside” 
(solo  by  Phil  Nagel),  “Sh’ma  Koleynu”  sung 
in  Hebrew  (solo  by  senior  Julie  Dunham  of 
Waynesville,  Ohio,  and  junior  Matt  Nowlin  of 
Indianapolis)  "Hodea”  (solo  by  Matt  Nowlin) 
and  the  23rd  Psalm  (solos  by  sophomore 
Kelly  Sigo  of  Remington,  Ind.,  and  freshman 
Jennifer  Marvel  of  South  Bend,  Ind.,  flute  by 
Tony  Stephen  of  Cutler,  Ind.) 

Sponsored  by  the  Indiana  Choral  Direc¬ 
tor’s  Association,  the  festival  has  never  been 
hosted  by  Saint  Joseph’s  before.  But,  John 
Egan  believes thatthelndianaCatholic Choral 
Festival,  held  for  many  years  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s,  was  an  important  precursor  to  the 
state  festivals.

Philip  J.  Wilhelm  ’63  of  Indianapolis  will 
chair  the  centennial  capital  campaign,  “Be¬ 
tween  Two  Centuries”.

He  is  vice  president  of  F.A.  Wilhelm  Con¬ 
struction,  Inc.,  a  general  construction  and 
construction  management  firm  founded  by 
his  father.

the  pleasure  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood, "  he  added,  "The  pleasures  that  bind 
themselves  to  make  a  man’s  life  could  not  be 
equaled"  by  his  pleasure  in  serving  the 
Society. 

"I  take  great  pride  and  say  thanks  every 
time  I  pray  -  and  I  pray  a  lot  -  that  (the 
college)  did  come  off  all  right"  Fr.  Banet  told 
those  at  the  celebration.  "But,  I'd  just  as 
soon  forget  the  last  25  years  and  look  to  the 
future,  which  is  going  to  be  good." 

He  asked  the  audience  to  pray  for  the 
College.  "We  have  great  things  to  offer  to 
the  Catholic  Church  and  to  this  country." 

Fr.  Robbins,  who  was  ordained  May  7, 
1939,  was  assigned  to  Saint  Joseph's  in 
1940  as  a  teacher  of  Greek  and  Latin.  At 
the  banquet,  he  recalled  how  he  learned  the 
classical  languages  as  Fr.  Roof's  student. 
"Fr.  Roof  made  Horace  --  a  2,000  year  old 
poet  -  real  interesting,  and  he  did  it  in  Latin!" 

Aside  from  his  teaching  duties,  Fr.  Rob¬ 
bins  held  various  administrative  positions, 
including  director  of  student  welfare  (1948- 
52),  director  of  admissions  (1953-62)  and 
registrar  (1953-82).  He  was  also  the  local 
religious  director  during  one  term  in  the 
1960s  and  another  in  the  1980s. 

Since  his  retirement,  Fr.  Robbins  has 
published  three  books,  including  a  Chronol¬ 
ogy  of  the  College,  which  he  is  updating  for 
reissue  during  the  1991  Centennial. 

Faced  with  the  question  of  how  many 
more  years  he  will  stay  active,  Fr.  Robbins 
quoted  Pope  Leo  Xlll's  response  to  that 
query  on  the  Holy  Father's  90th  birthday: 
"Why  put  limits  on  the  power  of  God?" 

Fr.  Roof  was  ordained  Feb.  21 , 1 929,  and 
immediately  began  teaching  in  the  acad¬ 
emy.  He  received  a  master's  degree  from 
the  Catholic  University  in  1931  and  joined 
the  College  faculty  that  fall.  "I  began  teach¬ 
ing  many  courses  --  everything  except 
math,  which  I  never  liked,"  he  said. 

Fr.  Roof  served  as  Saint  Joseph's  athletic 
director  from  1 937-53.  He  coached  a  highly 
successful  Puma  tennis  program  from 
1 948-58  and  was  named  to  the  SJC  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1985. 

"Solid  Catholic  higher  education  is  a  very 
important  mission, "'he  said.  "I  am  happy  to 
have  devoted  much  of  my  life  to  this  mis¬ 
sion." 

Long  involved  in  Sunday  parish  work,  the 
86-year-old  priest  still  celebrates  Mass  dur¬ 
ing  summer  weekends  at  the  Circle  C  Camp 
north  of  Rensselaer. 


the  College.  "All  of  them 
were  assigned  to  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  by  their  superiors," 
he  said.  "Yet,  it  would  be 
hard  to  find  three  men  with 
such  loyalty  to  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College." 

Fr.  Banet  was  ordained 
March  25, 1 949,  and  was  as¬ 
signed  to  Saint  Jospeh's 
faculty  April  14,  1949.  He 
served  as  librarian  from  1 952 
to  1 965.  He  was  appointed 
executive  assistant  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Raphael  Gross  in  fall 
1 964  and  was  elected  presi¬ 
dent  June  7,  1965.  He  is 
now  the  longest  serving 
college  or  university  presi¬ 
dent  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

Under  his  leadership 
Saint  Joseph's  has  built  a 
stable-to-growing  enroll¬ 
ment,  has  established  a  solid 
financial  base  and  has 
earned  a  reputation  as  one 
of  the  nation's  leading  lib¬ 
eral  arts  colleges.

Whether  or  not  they’re  really 
Irish,  Chicagoans  have  a  grand 
time  on  St.  Patrick’s  Day.  They 
dye  the  Chicago  River  emerald 
green  and  throw  a  moving,  mile- 
long,  sidewalk-to-sidewalk  party, 
billed  as  one  of  the  best  St.  Pat¬ 
rick’s  Day  parades  anywhere. 

In  1990,  when  St.  Patrick’s 
feast  falls  on  a  Saturday,  Saint 
Joe  alums  and  friends  are  invited 
to  join  in  a  full  weekend  of  Irish 
revels  in  the  Windy  City.  Joe 
Dillon  ’76  will  again  organize  a 
unit  of  Pumas  to  march  in  the 
Saturday  afternoon  parade.

Only  a  limited  numberof  rooms 
will  be  offered  at  the  reduced 
rates.  Dillon  advises  interested 
parties  to  “call  now  and  mention 
Saint  Joe.” 

Dillon  noted  that  marching  in

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Mayor  O'Reilly  leads  Lakeland,  Fla.

Success  in  politics  has  resulted  in  health 
problems  for  more  than  one  politician. 

But,  Frank  O’Reilly  ’57  is  probably  one  of 
the  few  politicians  who  can  boast  of  how 
blocked  arteries  may  have  actually  helped 
him  become  the  first  mayor  elected  by  the 
general  populace  of  Lakeland,  Fla. 

O’Reilly  won  68  percent  of  all  votes  in  the 
Sept  6, 1 988,  election,  just  five  weeks  after  a 
cardiologist  cleared  blockage  in  two  heart 
valves  through  angioplasty.  The  medical 
procedure  was  “not  a  big  deal”,  O’Reilly  said, 
and  he  went  back  to  work  as  a  Merrill-Lynch 
executive  and  on  the  mayoral  campaign 
immediately. 

But,  his  political  opponent  tried  to  use  the 
angioplasty  as  a  case  against  the  latter’s 
election.  O’Reilly  says  that  when  reporters 
asked  his  cardiologist  to  assess  O’Reilly’s 
health,  the  doctor  stated,  "I  know  how  Frank 
is  ...  I  haven’t  seen  the  other  guy  (O’Reilly’s 
opponent).” 

The  verbal  jab  drew  so  much  favorable 
publicity  to  O’Reilly  that  it  proved  a  real 
turning  point  in  an  already  strong  campaign. 
O’Reilly  ran  on  a  platform  of  "leadership”,  as 
one  who  “could  approach  business”. 

A  large  cross  section  of  the  community 


came  out  for  O’Reilly.  "We  had  senior  citi¬ 
zens  working,  high  school  students,  people 
of  all  ages.”  His  wife,  Alice,  a  busy  owner  of 
a  women’s  clothing  store,  proved  to  be  his 
best  election  backer,  O’Reilly  said.  "She’s 
better  than  I  am  at  (campaigning),  because 
she’s  a  Lakeland  native  and  knew  so  many 
people  to  talk  to. .  .  She  was  outstanding.  I 
owe  my  election  to  her.” 

Election  to  the  mayor’s  office  caps  almost 
two  decades  of  O’Reilly’s  civic  involvement 
in  Lakeland.  He  served  on  the  Lakeland 
Planning  and  Zoning  Board  for  six  years, 
then  as  a  city  commissioner  for  nine  years. 

Previously  the  board  of  commissioners 
appointed  the  city’s  mayor  from  its  ranks.  In 
1988,  voters  passed  a  referendum  allowing 
election  of  the  mayor  by  popular  vote.  Not 
wanting  to  serve  another  four  year  term  as 
commissioner,  O’Reilly  filed  his  candidacy 
the  day  after  the  referendum.  “I  was  looking 
for  another  challenge,”  he  said. 

And,  challenges  are  what  he  got.  Last 
year,  six  Lakeland  teenagers  died  from  alco¬ 
hol  related  causes.  Linder  Mayor  O’Reilly, 
the  city  is  trying  to  convince  convenience 
store  owners  and  clerks  to  halt  liquor  sales  to 
minors. 

The  city  is  bolstering  its  police  force,  to 


deal  with  crack  cocaine  dealers.  And,  it  is 
working  with  the  Salvation  Army  to  provide 
transitional  housing  for  homeless  families. 

From  1968,  when  O’Reilly  moved  to 
Lakeland,  to  today,  Lakeland’s  population 
has  grown  from  30,000  to  76,000  residents. 
The  city’s  power  plant  supplies  150,000  to 
1 75,000  customers  in  and  around  Lakeland. 

The  area’s  economy  is  "very  good”, 
O’Reilly  said.  Major  industries  include  phos¬ 
phate  and  citrus  production,  real  estate  and 
development.  Centrally  located  40  milesfrom 
Tampa  and  Orlando,  the  city  capitalizes  on 
trucking,  warehousing  and  rail  service. 

A  civic  owned  hospital  produces  $2  mil¬ 
lion  in  annual  dividends.  A  healthy  $2.70 
per  $1 ,000  property  tax  rate  helps  fund  city 
operations. 

The  mayor’s  job  demands  20  to  25  hours 
per  week  from  O’Reilly.  He  spends  early 
mornings  at  city  hall,  walks  a  block  and  a 
half  to  the  Merrill-Lynch  office  when  it  opens, 
then  returns  to  city  duties  when  the  market 
closes. 

He,  Alice  and  daughter  Krista,  a  high 
school  senior,  enjoy  traveling  to  Frank’s 
hometown,  Chicago.  They  are  "rabid  Cub 
fans,”  according  to  O’Reilly.

Puma  100  Club, 
Class  of  74 
donate  press  box

There’s  a  new  and  welcome  addition  to 
the  SJC  football  field:  a  spacious  press  box. 

Purchase  and  installation  of  the  press  box 
was  a  $61 ,000  project;  $25,000  is  being  pro¬ 
vided  byfive  $5,000  gifts  overfive  years  from 
the  Puma  100  Club.  Another  $10,000  has 
been  pledged  by  the  Class  of  1 974,  and  the 
remaining  funds  are  coming  from  Saint  Joe 
football  alumni. 

For  the  past  42  years,  Saint  Joe  had 
housed  statisticians,  visiting  media  and  spot¬ 
ting  coaches  in  a  small  wood  press  box  that 
was  installed  atop  the  west  stands  shortly 
after  World  War  II.  That  box  seated  about  1 5 
people  under  cramped  conditions. 

The  new  box  comfortably  seats  24 
people  along  work  tables  at  front-row  win¬ 
dows.  Standing  room  in  the  rear  allows  for  a 
capacity  of  approximately  50. 

Tiled  floors  and  paneled  walls  make  for  an 
attractive  interior;  the  66-foot-long,  12-foot¬ 
wide  structure  is  predominantly  steel  cov¬ 
ered  with  aluminum  siding.  A  photo  film  crew 
deck  atop  the  structure  can  comfortably  ac¬ 
commodate  eight  people. 

Engineered  Stadium  Systems,  Inc.,  of 
Three  Rivers,  Mich.,  built  the  prefabricated 
structure.  It  was  installed  shortly  before  the 
Sept.  23  homecoming  game.

Pollution,  home¬ 
lessness,  substance 
abuse  --  All  are  press¬ 
ing  issues  that 
threaten  to  cloud  the 
future.  Yet  tomorrow’s 
adults  —  today’s  col¬ 
lege  students  —  are 
often  accused  of  being 
unconcerned  and  un¬ 
involved  in  remedies. 

Some  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  students  are 
bucking  that  theory. 

Students  like  Jo  Ren¬ 
ners  of  Hamilton,  Ohio, 
who  organized  cam- 
pus-wide  recycling  of 
aluminum  cans. 

Campus  Ministry's 
Peace  and  Justice 
Groupcoordinatesthe 
effort  and  will  donate 
proceeds  to  Indiana 
wildlife  projects. 

Kate  Kenney,  an  Indianapolis  sopho¬ 
more,  said  students  are  “getting  in  the  habit” 
of  depositing  their  aluminum  cans  in  spe¬ 
cially  designated  boxes  on  each  dorm  floor, 
rather  than  tossing  them  in  the  trash.  "The 
boxes  fill  up  every  other  day,”  she  said. 
"People  see  a  can  on  the  ground,  pick  it  up 
and  take  it  to  the  recycling  pile.” 

Paper  recycling  in  the  dorms  might  be  the 
group’s  next  step.  (College  offices  already 
recycle  tons  of  paper  a  year,  reducing  waste 
disposal  costs.) 

Some  students  have  spent  one  Saturday 
a  month  this  fall  helping  rebuild  a  house  in 
Hammond,  Ind.  Habitat  for  Humanity,  a  na¬ 
tional  advocacy  group  for  the  homeless,  is 
funding  the  project.  Habitat  organizes  volun¬ 
teer  teams  to  build  new  homes  and  refurbish 
neglected  structures.  Persons  living  in  sub¬ 
standard  housing  can  buy  Habitat  property 
through  low-  and  zero-interest  mortgages. 

Campus  Life  Director  Chris  Zanowski  had 
volunteered  for  Habitat  peviously  and  re¬ 
cruited  eight  students  to  accompany  him  to 
the  Hammond  Habitat  project  in  September. 
The  group  has  made  two  repeat  trips  and  is 
enjoying  learning  new  skills  from  the  pro¬ 
ject’s  master  carpenter.  "We’ve  done  roofing 
and  window  framing,  rebuilt  the  foundation 
of  the  gargage  and  painted  it,"  Zanowski 
said.  The  college  students’  number  and 
youthful  energy  were  especially  helpful; 
when  new  cement  sidewalks  were  installed, 
he  added. 


On  Oct.  8,  when  half  a  million  people 
marched  on  Capitol  Hill  to  demand  govern¬ 
mental  assistance  for  the  homeless,  seven 
Saint  Joseph’s  students  marched  with  them. 
The  crowd  was  astoundingly  peaceful  and 
cooperative,  said  freshman  Colleen  Riley  of 
Orland  Park,  III.  She  was  also  struck  by  the 
variety  of  people  involved.  Teamsters 
marched  with  students,  women  dressed  in 
suits  and  high  heels  walked  beside  home¬ 
less  families  and  children  in  well-worn  cloth¬ 
ing,  she  said. 

The  SJC  students  were  impressed  by  the 
unity  of  spirit  and  purpose  demonstrated  by 
the  march,  but  disappointed  by  the  celebrity 
speakers  who  addressed  the  crowd,  Riley 
said.  "They  spoke  their  piece  about  the 
(housing)  crisis. . .  but  no  one  really  offered 
any  solutions.” 

Pumas  learned  how  to  "Party  Smart” — to 
make  informed  choices  about  alcohol  use, 
free  from  peer  pressure  —  during  a  week  of 
campus  activities  Oct.  16  to  20.  One  night, 
students  both  above  and  below  21  were 
invited  to  an  alcohol  free  party  at  Core  XI. 
Complete  with  a  disc  jockey  and  door  prizes, 
the  party  was  designed  to  reduce  the  bar’s 
"mystique”forthe  younger  crowd,  while  dem¬ 
onstrating  that  a  good  time  can  be  had  with¬ 
out  consuming  alcohol. 

State  police  troopers  answered  students’ 
questions  about  drinking,  driving  and  the  law 
during  staged  sobriety  tests  of  volunteer 
drinkers.  Alcohol’s  effect  on  personal  lives 
was  depicted  in  a  one-woman  play. 
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Grads  network  with  students  in  job  search 


Marcia  Runyan,  new  director  of  career 
planning  and  placement,  wants  to  find 
alumni  willing  to  talk  about  their  jobs  with 
SJC  students.

—  Alumni  who  “have  hiring  say  so”  with 
their  employer,  be  it  for  full-time,  part-time  or 
summer  employment. 

—  Saint  Joe  graduates  who  will  tell  cur¬ 
rent  students  “how  they  got  where  they  got 
and  what  they  do  every  day  now.” 

—  Alumni  who  can  "be  a  buddy,  give 
students  hands  on  experience  in  work,  let 
them  observe  a  job  first  hand  for  a  day.”

community,  participated  in  the  Lions  Club, 
Rotary  and  almost  every  church  project.” 

Burkey  “really  loved” his  students,” Scherb 
added.

Burkey  established  SJC’s  first  Students  in 
Free  Enterprise  group.  Participants  direct  an 
annual  marketing  and  product  design  work¬ 
shop,  which  draws  more  than  100  area  high 
schoolers  to  campus.

While  that  percentage  runs  higherthan  those 
Runyan  experienced  at  IUPUI,  she  believed 
the  figure  could  indicate  a  positive  trend. 

On  the  average,  some  50  to  60  percent  of 
all  college  freshmen  eventually  change  their 
original  major,  Runyan  said.  “Twenty  per¬ 
cent  change  more  than  once. 

"Undeclared  freshmen  may  have  the  world 
by  the  tail,”  she  said.  "They  may  want  to  take 
stock  of  all  that’s  around  them,  in  order  to 
make  an  informed  decision.” 

In  sophomore  year,  students  will  be  en¬ 
couraged  to  establish  a  credentials  file,  by 
working  part-time  and  summer  jobs  relevant 
to  their  major.  Runyan  will  help  juniors  and 
seniors  prepare  resumes  and  interviewing 
skills,  aimed  at  post-graduate  employment. 
Through  Runyan’s  efforts,  Saint  Joseph’s 
students  will  participate  in  a  number  of  job 
fairs,  including  a  January  event  aimed  at 
minority  students  and  the  spring  Illinois  Col¬ 
legiate  Job  Fair.  By  the  end  of  the  school 
year,  Runyan  wants  to  establish  many  more 
ties  with  central  Indiana  employers.

the  HoosierDome,  the  Westin 
and  Omni  Severin  hotels,  the 
Eiteljorg  Museum  of  Western  Art, 
office  space  for  Eli  Lilly  and  a 
parking  garage  for  the  state  of¬ 
fice  building. 

The  projects  were  “all  a  chal¬ 
lenge,”  according  to  Wilhelm. 
His  clients,  he  said,  "are  all  look¬ 
ing  to  service  and  quality,  for  on- 
time  projects.” 

Although  “it  doesn’t  help  (the 
construction  business)  much”, 
Wilhelm  estimates  that  he  spends 
a  full  two  working  days  a  month 
involved  in  the  business  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  “And,  recently, 
it's  been  a  bit  more  as  campaign 
chairman,”  he  said.  For  a  full 
year  before  publicannouncement 
of  the  campaign,  Wilhelm,  SJC 
administrators  and  selected  vol¬ 
unteers  have  been  and  will  be 
soliciting  major  donors.  A  case 
statement  of  the  College’s  needs 


and  future  plans  is  in  the  works. 

He  believes  the  case  state¬ 
ment  will  demonstrate  how 
campaign  contributions  will  help 
make  Saint  Joseph’s  “an  even 
more  efficient  operation”.  This 
efficiency,  along  with  additional 
faculty  and  increased  endow¬ 
ment,  "go  hand-in-hand  to  en¬ 
hance  enrollment". 

Wilhelm  joined  the  Alumni 
Board  the  same  year  he  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Saint  Joseph’s  and 
was  its  president  for  two  years, 
before  moving  onto  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  But,  he  says  his  sup¬ 
port  of  Saint  Joseph’s  mission 
goes  beyond  mere  loyalty. 

"I  believe  in  private  institutions, 
in  private  education,”  he  said. 
Small  colleges,  like  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s,  providetheirstudents  and 
graduates  with  "a  place  of  con¬ 
tact,  a  place  where  you  can  learn 
to  know  a  lot  of  people.” 

Saint  Joseph’s  support  of  a 


broad  liberal  arts  education  is 
another  factor  that  engenders 
Wilhelm’s  loyalty.  The  “constant 
development”  of  new,  expanded 
curricula  is  wise  planning  for  the 
future,  which  Wilhelm  applauds.
